DIVORCE. 
In the local account of a recent shooting 
affray near this city recently, it was stated 
that the man who was shot had, with liLs 
wife, not long before, gone to the office of 
a lawyer, where an agreement was arrived 
a t that the husband and wife should be 
divorced. 
T hat one of them should applv 
for a judgment dissolving the bonds of 
matrimony, and that tiie other should of­ 
fer no resistance ; 
in other words, practi­ 
cally confess judgm ent. How far the attor­ 
ney may have been a party to this contract 
is not stated ; but it is undeniable that a 
great many such contracts are made, and 
that the lawyers in the cases are generally 
cognizant of the fact. In every case of this 
kind tiie law is not only evaded but flatly 
broken. 
If it is legal to enter into these 
agreements, there is an end of the sanctity 
of the marriage relation, and men and 
women can disengage themselves from the 
state at will, and the Courts he practically 
•powerless to prevent it. 
M arriage under 
such a system lieeouies only a sort of con­ 
cubinage, and divorce another name for 
jiolygamy and polyandry. 
The theory of 
the law is, that there shall have been no 
coll tision lor a decree of divorce ; 
no con­ 
donation of the offense charged ; no ¿*ort of 
an agreement to “ put up” a case. 
Yet it 
i> fcafe to say that one-third the divorce 
case- are “ put up,” and that the attorneys 
in the cases know this to he the fact. The 
law is iisell at fault. 
It does not require, 
as it should, such a showing as will posi­ 
tively negative the suspicion that there 
has been any collusion between the par­ 
ties. 
This is, we admit, a very difficult 
thing to accomplish, but it should l>e pro­ 
vided for more effectually than under the 
present system. 
Take a case where adult­ 
ery is charged; it is by no means required 
to he proven as an actual fact, but will he 
assumed to have !>een constaxnmated when 
certain conditions are shown—as visita­ 
tions to a house of ill fame, etc.—condi­ 
tions that it is perfectly easy for parties to 
an agreed divorce to establish by conniv­ 
ance. 
It there is to he any check put uj>on 
the 
abuse of divorce, the parties must 
be required to prove their sincerity beyond 
all question, and to affirmatively establish, 
by the oath of the complainant and of the 
attorneys in the case, that it is not an 
auWeed cause, that the testimony is not the 
result of an agreement to manufacture evi­ 
dence, that there has Iveen, in fact, no 
*’ putting u p ” of a ease upon the Court. 
It may uot be going too far to demand a 
revision aud amendment of the statute, so 
as to require all trials to be in open 
Court, alter a certain notice of publicity of 
the oncoming of the trial. 


Colusa county in raising the price of 
liquor licenses has attaeiied a regulation 
requiring every retail dealer to give a bond 
that he will keep an orderly house, and not 
sell liquor to minors. The bond is to be 
written in the sum of £2,000. 
It may 
work, hut we doubt it. 
A bond is as easily 
avoided as is the law. 
Tiie law now re­ 
quires all houses of entertainment to lie 
kept in an orderly manner, and prohibits 
the sale of liquors to minors. 
Would it 
not he just us easy to enforce the law as to 
attempt to recover upon the penalty clause 
of a bond? 
True, it may.be said that the 
fact of a bond being required as a condi­ 
tion precedent to the issuance of a license, 
is a restraining influence, and will act to 
keep the disreputable out of the business. 
But we doubt that, too. 
The liquor sellers 
of Colusa are probably advised that the 
requirem ent of a bond is illegal. 
It is not 
provided in the statutes, and can only lie 
justified on th e ground that it is a local 
or police regulation which the local au­ 
thority may make in the interests of the 
public peace.. But, on the other hand. 
I Kinds are so seldom sued upon, or their 
penalties enforced, that those who give 
them w ill scarcely consider them as re­ 
straining in character. 
A few rigid cases 
of punishment for selling liquor to minor- 
wili do more to insure respect for the law 
than any number of bonds; a like practice 
under the law against keeping disorderly 
houses will he more effectual and economic 
than the civil proceeding upon a bond for 
fot fei ture. 
Still, we wish our Colusa 
neighbors success under their experiment, 
though believing 
it 
will not at all 
strengthen the obligation of the law. 


' Two M ate elections occur to-dav—in 
Ohio and Iowa. 
The latter State is cer­ 
tain to go Republican. 
W ith regard to 
Ohio the case is one of doubt. 
If it goes 
Democratic Mr. Thurm an will lie returned 
to the Senate by the Legislature to he 
chosen, otherwise Mr. Sherm an will lie 
secured in his seat. 
These elections are 
the first since President Cleveland has as­ 
sumed office. 
We may anticipate that the 
Federal influence will he cast for tln- 
Democratic ticket. 
So far as the tem per­ 
ance light is concerned, the Democracy is 
opposed to the prohibition theory and as­ 
sumes to he the friend of high license. 
In whatever right the m atter is viewed 
the Ohio election is one of national im­ 
portance. 
It is to he hoped tiie constitu­ 
tional amendment, regarding the date of 
the State election, will he adopted. 
If so 
the last of th e “ O ctober” States will he 
stricken from the list.

THE HEALTH OF THE STATE. 


R eport ot th e S ecretary o f th e State 
B oard o f H ealth to r Septem ber. 
Dr. G. G. Tyrrell, Secretary of the State 
Board of Health, under date of October 
10th, includes the following rem arks in his 
sum mary relative to the health of the State 
and prevailing diseases: 
Mortality reports, received from seventy- 
eight localities in various parts of the State, 
show that the death rate still continues 
m uch below w hat we might have expected 
from the meteorological changes experi­ 
enced during the m onth of September. In 
fact, fifteen localities, representing a popu­ 
lation of over 10,000, viz.: Y uba City, An­ 
gels Camp, Gonzales, Brentwood, Cotton­ 
wood, Shasta City, Truckee, Castroville, 
Azusa, Arbuckle, Galt, Fort Bidwell, Santa 
Maria, Plym outh and Bodie, report no 
deaths whatever, which speaks well for the 
general salubrity of the season.- 
Reports from over eighty localities de­ 
velop a rem arkable absence of epidemic 
disease in any part of the State, diarrhea 
and dysentery being still in advance of all 
other affections. It prevails in Shasta, 
\ entura, Calico and Daggett, Bakersfield, 
Colton, Chico, Azusa, Arbuckle, Willits. 
Martinez, Truckee, Newcastle, Sacramento, 
San Francisco, lone. Y uba City, Vallejo, 
Anderson and Jolon. 
Scarlet fever is mentioned in Anderson, 
Chico, Weaverville, Fall River, Ukiah and 
Iledding. 
Measles still prevail to a limited extent 
in St. Helena, Martinez, Downieville, Val­ 
lejo, Livermore, Angels Camp. Nicolaus 
and Dixon. 
. 
Erysipelas is noted as present in Sacra­ 
mento, Anderson, Placerville, Livermore, 
Cajico, St. Helena, Plym outh, Roseville, 
Nicolaus and Newcastle. 
D iphtheria is reported in Jolon, Monte­ 
rey county, by Dr. J. Moss McGowan, who 
writes that the disease has reappeared in 
the same locality where it prevailed last 
January, owing to lack of proper disinfec­ 
tion. 
i)r. H. N. Rucker, in reply to a commu­ 
nication from this Board, savs that diph­ 
theria lias appeared in Merced, but that the 
newspaper accounts were much exagger­ 
ated, there being but two cases in the town 
last month and but one death. 
If T)r. 
Rucker is invested by the authorities with 
sufficient authority there will be no danger 
of the disease becoming epidemic in that 
vicinity. Dr. Rowley reports diphtheria as 
quite prevalent in Fall River. H e is now 
investigating its cause and will endeavor 
to arrest its spread. The disease also pre­ 
vails in Livermore. San Francisco, Placer­ 
ville, Sacramento. Fkiah, Los Angeles and 
Hanford. 
Typho-malarial fever is noted in Ander­ 
son, 
Placerville, 
Calico, 
Weaverville, 
Plym outh,' Arbuckle, 
Truckee, 
Shasta,’ 
Vallejo and'Dixon. 
Typhoid fever is mentioned :n many 
more localities than last m onth; it is noted 
in Anderson, Calico, St. Helena, Santa 
Ciara. San Francisco. Fort Bidwell, YVill- 
iaius, Sacramento, Weaverville, Volcano, 
I y 'Seville, 
Willits, 
Martinez, 
Truckee' 
Vallejo, Dixon. Santa Ana and some few 
other towns; on the whole the tendency 
to this disease shows a decided increase 
this month, which is in accordance with 
what experience has led us to expect, as 
many years of observation lias convinced 
us that enteric fever prevails more exten­ 
sively in this State during the autum n and 
early winter m onths than in the spring. 
Depending, as we believe it does, upon 
local conditions, appearing in dwellings 
where no expectation of such a disease 
would naturally arise, and again rem ain­ 
ing absent from localities where it might 
be supposed it should prevail, we are 
naturally led to inquire into the reason, if 
any, why typhoid should prevail at one 
season more than another, and what rela­ 
tion the disease bears to the circumstances 
surrounding it. 
Max V. I’ettenkoffer, who 
lias given this subject much attention, is of 
toe opinion that the increase or decrease of 
typhoid fever coincides with the rise or fall 
ot the subsoil water, increasing as the 
water falls and decreasing as it rises, and 
explains it by the assertion that with the 
recession of the water the air enters deeper 
layers of soil and there stim ulates into 
activity anti multiplication disease germs 
which were dorm ant so long as they were 
submerged in water. Dr. Henrv Baker 
Secretary ot Michigan 
State Board of 
Health, a most competent authority, lias 
observed the same coincidence, and a' com­ 
parison of the meteorological and other 
conditions led him to conclude that no cir­ 
cumstance known to him varied in such a 
m anner as to explain the unusual pre­ 
valence of typhoid fever in certain months, 
except the condition of the ground water 
as indicated by its lowness in wells, in 
this State a perhaps similar condition ex­ 
ists at certain seasons; as tiie rivers fall, 
the marshes and ponds dry up, and the 
subsoil water attains its lowest level, we 
find that malarial and enteric fever 'pre­ 
vail; but this connection is not invariable 
or applicable every year, or for all places. 
In San Francisco, for instance, as shown 
by Dr. A. Perry, typhoid fever prevails 
more intensely during the rainy season, 
when the streets arc washed ’and the 
sewers flushed with water. 
In Sacra­ 
mento, on tiie contrary, if tvphoid fever 
prevails 
at 
all, 
it 
is 
in. 
the fall 
when the water in the river is lowest, 
or after the first rain succeeded by drv and 
warm weather. 
In the highlands and 
foothills, where the water is mostly pro­ 
cured from wells, typhoid is noticed after 
the first rains when the wells receive the 
surface water. All are agreed that tilth and 
excreiuentitious matter, without free access 
of pure air, and sewer gas and noxious 
effluvias, under the same conditions, may 
become potent secondary factors in disease, 
and by their presence develop and fructify 
a poison that otherwise could not exist. 
W ater exposed to the contamination of 
sewage, or other forms of tilth, should be 
regarded with the gravest suspicion, as 
neither chemical analysis nor microscopical 
examination has been able to detect the 
subtle poison to which the fever is 'attrib- 
utabel. All possible sources of im purity 
should be speedily removed, as hidden in 
the recesses of some neglected outhouse, or 
within Jhe confines of an apparently harm ­ 
less garbage heap, there may be lying dor­ 
m ant the germs of a fatal epidemic which 
only awaits an additional, though to us un­ 
known, factor to wake them into life and 
destructive energy. 
Small-pox has not yet made any progress 
in this Mate. It is spreading in Slexico 
and in Canada, and lias appeared in New 
Hampshire and New York. Ii also pre­ 
vails in England, France, Belgium, Italy, 
Austria, Russia and South America, coun­ 
tries with which wc are in constant com­ 
munication by travel and otherwise. 
Un­ 
der these circumstances we may very safely 
predict the advent of the disease to this 
coast before very long; it is therefore the 
act of prudence to take early warning, and 
prepare to render the invasion as limited 
as possible, and this can only be done by 
vaccination. It is a disgrace to civilization 
to hear of an epidemic of small-pox in this 
century, when the means of averting it are 
so accessible, so certain, and so innocuous 
to the individual and the community.

I nsolvent I xsckers.—T he Santa Rosa 
Democrat says: 
1 he Sonoma and Marin Beneficial Asso­ 
ciation was organized, and fo ra long time 
successfully managed, 
by Coding—now. 
and lor some time since, gathered to his 
lathers. About four years ago this associa­ 
tion concluded to disincorporate, not satis­ 
fied with a very safe local business. A 
new corporation was founded, called the 
Order of Mutual Companions, which all 
the members of the old corporation joined. 
They proposed to have a State Lodge, a 
fine regalia and all the other paraphernalia 
of a sta*e or National institution. The old 
corporation had a surplus of over $40 000 
which was turned into the till of the new 
order oí Mutual Companions. The mem­ 
bers of the Sonoma and Marin Association, 
who had been a long time in the first com­ 
pany, began to die off very fast, and the 
new company, to avoid frequent assess­ 
ments, drew on the reserve inherited from 
the old company. It went very fust in the 
direction ot zero. 
The corporation now 
owes $(¡9,000, death losses, and has assets 
am ounting to hut $23,000. In June last it 
had 2,019 members, and now between 500 
and 000, and all its property, is under at­ 
tachment for death losses. 
Last month 
five of the creditors petitioned the Court to 
have the corporation declared insolvent. 
To this the corporation assented, acknowl­ 
edging its insolvency, and asked that it be 
so adjudged. 
Certain attaching creditors 
asked leave, and were granted permission, 
to intervene. The case of petitioning cred­ 
itors and application of intervening credit­ 
ors came up on Thursday. After hearing 
the testimony Judge J. Temple denied the 
prayer of the intervenors, and adjudged 
the corporation insolvent, and ordered it to 
lile a schedule of assets and liabilities, after 
the filing of which the Court will set a 
time for the meeting of creditors and the 
selection of an assignee.

E vaporating W ater for SoriA.—The fol­ 
lowing is furnished by the Inyo Independ­ 
ent : 
Since the portable engine was received at 
Owens Lake tlie work of evaporating the 
water for soda is going on more vigorously. 
As soon as a vat is filled the engine is 
moved to another and the water is left to 
evaporate from the one that had been filled. 
After all the vats have been filled, the en­ 
gine will be moved to the first one again 
and more water will be pumped in to take 
the place of what has evaporated. 
In this 
m anner théy will keep refilling the vats 
until the soda sediment in the water accu­ 
mulates in the pit until it reaches the sur­ 
face. It will take about one year to get a 
crop of soda by this m ethod,'w hich will 
bring $35 per ton in the market. 
Thev ex­ 
pect to gather fifty tons of soda to the' acre 
every year. The num ber of vats will be 
increased continually until they have a 
sufficient num ber to hold an area of -50,0(10 
acres of soda, the income from which will 
be nearly $2,000,000, annually. Extensive 
works will be erected on the shore of the 
lake for refining purposes.

The newspapers in Madrid consider the 
six weeks’ negotiations between Spain and 
Germany regarding the Carolines question 
a complete failure. 
A resident of Baker City, Oregon, lias 
made application at W ashington for a pa­ 
tent on a wonderful machine, w hich he 
claims will register dreams. 
At the National Convention fur nom inat­ 
ing candidates for Parliament from county 
Cork, yesterday. Parnell was allowed to 
select six out of tiie seven candidates. 
The street-car trouble in St. Louis has 
apparently subsided, ail being quiet there 
yesterday, the ears running on all tiie lines 
as usual, though under police protection. 
Demonstrations in favor of war are being 
held throughout Greece. Tiie army is be­ 
ing rapidly mobilized. The King has call­ 
ed out reserves to the num ber of 40,000 
men. 
Thirty eases of cholera and seven deaths 
from the disease have occurred aboard a 
training vessel lying off Toulon. Every 
precaution is being taken to prevent the 
spreading of the disease. 
A dispatch from St. Petersburg says that 
the Russian police have obtained a further 
clew to the leaders in the Warsaw con­ 
spiracy. and they have succeeded in tracing 
a branch of the organization to St. Peters­ 
burg.

YY’e gave space two or three mornings 
since for publication of a card in favor 
from the attorneys of Titos. H . Reynolds, 
in bis defense, and whuin they also de­ 
fended before the Superior Court, upon 
charge of embezzlement, committed while 
Deputy Secretary of State under D. M. 
Burns. The card was in answer to a brief 
review, published in these columns, of the 
peculiar circumstances connected with the 
trials of Burns and Reynolds for stealing, 
or the embezzlement of upwards of $30,000 
of State funds. The review was charac­ 
terized as doing great injustice to Mr. 
Reynolds; its statements were very flatly 
denied, and a general air of spollessness ot 
their client, and injured innocence, was 
assumed. Tiie members of the bar referred 
to are honorable gentlemen, and of course 
in this m atter were still defending their 
client, which was perfectly proper—they 
were paid to defend him. But why this 
over-tenderness as to reputation ? Jt is an 
established tact, even beyond the evasions 
of attorneys, that upwards of $30,000 was 
stolen from ihcStuteTreasury, and we have 
the most emphatic testimony of both Reyn­ 
olds and Burns, that the crime was com­ 
mitted between them—both of them assert 
that the other did it. The lawyers are cer­ 
tain neither of them did it. 
It is like the 
Irishm en who supposed he bait met a cer­ 
tain friend, and in telling of his mistake, 
said: “ I thought it was Pat, and Put 
thought it was 111 e, but cure, it was neither 
of us. 
In this case, however, the people 
unanim ously recognize that the stealing 
lies between the two accusers, and also, 
that by failure of legal methods, the State 
Prison, as before stated, has been cheated. 
Speaking of the failure of justice to redress 
the crime committed, the Dixon Tribune savs: 
“ It was a surprise to nobody, when the 
charges of embezzlement against Thos. H. 
Reynolds were dismissed. From the be­ 
ginning, it has been apparent that no other 
result would follow. Nobody disputes the 
fact that during the incumbency of Burns 
and Reynolds, $30,000 of the fees collected 
in the Secretary of State’s office were stolen. 
There is no question that the guilt lies be­ 
tween them , anti there is a strong proba­ 
bility that botli are equally culpable. In 
the trial of Burns, Reynolds was the scape­ 
goat. 
When Reynolds was arraigned, tbe 
responsibility was shifted to the shoulders 
of Burns, and thus ends the miserable 
farce. The law is not at fault. 
A jury, in­ 
fluenced by weak sentimentalism and the 
juggleries and quibbling of lawyers, turned 
these men loose upon the community 
again. The law, properly construed anil 
enforced, is sufficient to punish them . 
Let the responsibility rest where it be­ 
longs.”
